From the vicinity of tlio Dondcrborg 


the scenery, on every band, is truly grand 
and picturesque, approaching in beauty 
the scenery of Switzerland, though the 
niountains are not as high by any means. 
On the opposite side of tho river from 
the Donderborg, and a sbort distance 
above, is Anthony's Nose, which is 1200 
feet high. To see this mountain by 
moonlight, with tlio 
clouds floating 


about its summit, and the dark shadows 
nnd light chasing each other over tho 
rough and rugged crags of the side of 
the mountain, is a sight not soon to bo 
forgotten, 
Scnted on the deck of our 


steamboat, to mo it appeared that wo 
were steering directly for the bnso of 
tho mountain. Tlio moou was shining 
brightly, now and then obscured by 
pnssiug clouds. 
The wind was calm, 


and only occasionally could wo aeo a 
ripple upon the tranquil water. With 
our eyes fixed upon Anthony's Nose, 
which we were approaching nearer and 
nearer, our steamer seemed not to move, 
but the mountain appeared to bo po.1- 
ceptibly rising higher nnd higher, out 
of the wntur, just ns yon hnvo often scon 
the moon riso from tho horizon. The 
sidosof mountain nearest us was covered 
in places with thick evergreens, and nt 
other places the nuked rocks jutted out, 
reflecting tho rnys of tho moon, appar- 
ently, almost as distinct as the reflections 
from tho water. 
At other places deep 


llsurcs and ravines cut up the fsee of tlio 
mountain, forming, 
apparently, dark 


/.Igzng fortification like walls. Who has 
not, when looking at certain species 
of clouds, imiiginod them 
ns repre- 


senting animals, or huge aerial mon- 
sters of the most phantaslical slinpo and 
hideous forms? More [vividly so appear 
the inky shadows of the clouds ns they 
seem to float across the uneven surface 
of the mountain, changing sometimes 
momentarily from forms of beauty to 
those most grotesque nnd ill-shaped, pre- 


Bcnt'mg views as multifarious ns those 
of the kaleidoscope. 


The steamer runs within a few feet of 


the base of tho mountain. Tho rocky 
point jutting out and running down to 
tho water's edge forms tho "noso" from 
which the mountain derived its name. 
Whether this peculiar ridge or nose re- 
sembled tho proboscis of some ono by 
tho mimo of Anthony, and thus was 
christened or not, I shall leave to old 
Mr, Knickerbocker to determine. 
Some 


ono whilo blasting a few years since 
loosened nn immense mass of rock a 
short distance up tho mountain, since 
which time Anthony's Nose presents the 
appearance of being elevated slightly at 
the cud or points, in disgust, perhaps, nt 
tho innovation, And a railroad company 
has cut an Immense tunnel through the 
foot of the nose—if a nose has n foot— 
and immense trains are hourly passing 
through, and engines pulling smoke in 
the nostrils of old Anthony.

:>pposilo and u little Above is lona Island, 
•)ii which picnics are held almost daily, 
in the pleasant grove, It is n most do- 
ilghtful place, covered over with dense 
folingc, and upon which arc vory exten- 
sive vineyards. This is the furthest point 
northward reached by the son brcozu, 
iind the effect is very noticeable upon 
tho vegetation in the spring of the year.
